Almost simultaneously 
Newt Evans' big haystack of 235 tons 
was blaziug and confusion reigned su- 
preme: The second steamer was soon 
on the ground aud streams were 
turned on the several fires, but every 
effort to save the property seemed fa 
nle. 


About 3 o'clock smoke~ was seen ris- 


ing at the race truck, a mile distant, 
and it was soon discovered, that the 
sheds there were on flre. Chief Hodg- 
kinson ordered a steamer and hose cart 
o tbo F.iir grounds and only a few 
minutes elapsed before tho 
engine 


reached that point and had streams 
playing It was not soon enough, how- 
ever, to prevent the total destruction 
of the poultry house aud two long liues 
of sheds within the grounds, and the 
partial destruction ot the line of horse 
sheds on the south side of the park 
grounds.

So 
that ho introduced at conrt a sort of 
dauco called 'La Volte de Province,' 
which bad never been danced there, aud 
which has afterward had a groat run 
throughout tbo kingdom. It has also 
been said that ho invented it, for irany 
called it 'La Volte de Sanlt,'and this 
name ).? suitable, both because of the 
atyuiologycf the word and the character 
of the dance. "—Notes aud Queries. 


Abbe Llsst. 


Franz von LiNzt was a great pianist, 


perhaps the greatest pianist over known. 
He was born in Hnugnry iu 1811, awl 
made his first appearance in public iu 
1830. Ho studied in various places for 
a few year?, but was continually giving 
concerts, so that "publicity became his 
chief instrnetor." In 1827 his father 
died and ho became a teacher of the 
pianoforte. 
Between 1830 and 1847 he 


traveled all over Europe; in 1847 he 
became hof kapelmoigfer (or director 
of tho royal concerts) at Weimar; in 
1801 he vreut to Rome, and from 1870 
he lived iu Rome. Pest and Woimar. 
He died at Buirentli, Bavaria, JnlySl, 
1SSC. 
Popo Pius IX made him an abbe 


in 18C5. 
The title was honorary, but 


Liszt received the lonsuro and wore 
thereafter clerical garments, thongh he 
gave concerts, taught as before aud fol- 
lowed his previous matiucr of life.
